Georgia Teacher 


Why She Seeks Another Kind of Job 


for 6 Years Tells 


‘Miss Margaret Carter, of 
_ School System, Low Wages 


(Editor's Note: On Sunday, Au- 
gust 11, Miss Margaret Carter, of 
Edison, a Georgia school teacher, 
put an ad in The Constitution tin 
which she said that while she held 
an A. B. degree, she apparently 
was not very sensible because she 
had gone on teaching for six years 
instead of getting a job with reg- 
ular pay. Following is her own 
story on the plight of the school 
teachers of this state.)

My idea was not to be sensa- 
tional. I want nothing to do with 

publicity stunts. I had walked the 
_town over and racked my brain 
to try to get something to do. I! 
stood and considered my qualifi- 
Cations for any job except schoo:

Have you ever felt like vou 
were choking? That the way 
iI have felt for the last number of 
years.

Our hands as in- 
dividuals have been tied because 
we have had no power as a whole. 

Besides having our free speech 
squelched indirectly we are not

fession. Intelligent people want 
to grow and if they can't grow in 
the field of teaching they go forth 
to other work. 

The great difference in the sal- 
ary scale of high schoo! and grade 
schoy! teachers is unjust. I know 
that this condition exists because 
a few years back one had to have 
very little training to teach in the 
grades. Today we must have de- 
grees, special training, patience

Nippon’s Goods Constitute 
One-Third of All Chinese 
Imports, Figures Show. 


HONGKONG, Aug. 13.—(4)— 
Japan, with her trade following 
| her flag in China, has displaced 


| the United States as the lading ex- 
'porter to China, according to fig- 
lures published today by the Jap- 
anese-influenced Chinese customs 
service. 

The figures report that Japan in 
the first four months of this yea! 
sent more goods to China than in 
any corresponding period = for 
eight years. Japanese wares con- 
stituted one-third of all Chinese 
‘imports, 

The United States, long the 
leader in sending goods into China, 
is placed in a poor second posi- 
tion, and Britain third and Ger- 
many fourth. 

Total value of imports to China 
was given as 397,073,000 Chinese 
dollars (about $113,000,000). In 
the same period China exported 
260,364,000 Chinese dollars (about 
$74,000,000), the British Empire 
buying 50 per cent, the United 
States 17 per cent, Japan 14 per 
cent and France nine per cent. 

Of 16 China ports handling the 
trade covered in the report, 11 
were Japanese occupied. Since 
May the Japanese have occupied 
one and blockaded all five of the 
remaining ports.

359,138 Depositors Sets 
New Record. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(/)— 
The Federal Deposit Insurance 


in 48 insolvent or unsound banks 
during the first half of 1939, the 
largest six-months’ outlay since 
government insurance of bank de- 
posits became effective in 1934. 

The money went to 359,138 de- 
positors. 

These payments, the corpora- 
tion said, represented “the great- 
est single rainforcement of the 
banking system since the whole- 
sale injection of new capital fol- 
lowing the banking holiday.” 

The FDIC, the report added, 
used its lending powers to facili- 
tate mergers in cases involving 
three-fourths of the protected de- 
posits. This, it said, was done 
without loss to depositors of the 
institutions involved and without 
interruption to banking services. 

Despite these unprecedented cx- 
penditures, the surplus of the 
corporation increased, 


corporation reported income for 
the six-month period of $25,748.- 
559, with expenses and losses cf 
$22,292,086. 

All but 1,928 of 840,277 deposi- 
tors in 300 insured banks closed 
or merged through June 30 re- 
ceived the full amoun’ of their 
deposits, the report continued. To- 
tal deposits of these banks were 
$283,000,000 of which 97 per cent 
available.

HYDE PARK—I entirely forgot to tell you about a most frivol- 
ous entertainment we went to the other night. Ginger Rogers is 
one of the young movie stars who came to Washington for one of 
the birthday balls, and I liked her very much. 
When we heard that her picture, “Bachelor 
Mother,” was on, some of us went to Pough- 
keepsie to see it. The movie seems an impos- 
sible story, but it is amusing and charmingly 
done. 

Another short film, “The Giant of Norway,” 
was shown and it impressed me very much, It 
briefly tells the work done by Nansen ‘for refu- 
gees under the League of Nations. I remember 
meeting Mr. Nansen on various occasions. . You 
felt that he was suited to an outdoor life of ad- 
venture and, above all, he was an outdoor type 
of person. Yet he spent vears of his life at a 
desl: interminably talking in diplomatic terms to 
people who diplomatically desired to do little or 
nothing. It is a big sacrifice to ask of any man, and yet thousands 
of people who do not even know his name, have blessed the work 
he did on their behalf. 

I have a letter from a lady who puts me on the spot for my 
suggestion that wo ask our representatives questions which will 
keep them working on this question of peace. She mentions also 
Clarence Street’s book, “Union Now” and asks what I think of it. 
The answer is I think it grand. But the trouble with the work 
we have all been doing as private citizens, in organizations, as pub- 
lic officials, or as writers, is that all our good ideas usually reach 
the ears only of people who don't need them at all. We, in the 
United States, don’t need to be told that we want peace, and yet 
how are the things which we have to say, to reach the ears of the 
people of the world who are either carrying on a war or putting 
the major part of their effort into preparations for war? 

Of course, I would keep right on urging the leaders in every 
peaceful nation to continue asking the nations of the world to come 
together and discuss their basic antagonisms and difficulties. It 
seems to me that, if enough people insist upon this and a meeting 
is called, attended by those nations who are willing to talk things 
over, some word, in spite of all efforts at censorship, will seep 
through to the people of every nation. It will be more difficult 
to make the people of belligerent nations, therefore. believe that 
the rest of the world is opposed to meeting together for discussion 
of mutual difficulties.

Plain milk, cow’s milk or goat's 
milk, is what milk means here. If 
availability and cost are disre- 
garded, the choice, in my opinion, 
is Certified milk.

Fourth choice just plain milk 
delivered by your neighbor 
from your own cow—this should 
be brought to a boil for one min- 
ute to make it perfectly safe for 
any one to drink. Next choice, pas- 
teurized milk Pasteurizing con- 
of heating milk to 145 
grees F 
then cooling it; par-boiling, 
everyday terms. It is rarely or 
never safe to use nondescript milk 
raw—it is always perfectly safe 
to drink it if you boil it for one 
minute or if you pasteurize it. 

Quart of milk yields 650 cal- 
ories, perhaps 20 grains of calcium 
(lime—more calcium than there is 
it) a Quar* of lime water), 22 
rains of phosphorus, 22 grains of 
potassium, about nine grains of 
sodium, one-thirteen’+ of a grain 
of iron. Calcium and phosphorus 
are essential in building develop- 
ment and repair of most body tis- 
sues, notably nerves, bones. teeth. 
Potassium and sodium form alka- 
line salts which serve to prevent 
acid state or rather to maintain 
neutrality or lkalinity of the 
blood and tissues. The amount of 
iron in the milk is the one defi- 
ciency in this nearly perfect food: 
an infant or child needs a quarter 
of a grain of iron daily. Of course 
an older child or adult gets more 
iron from other foods. 


Milk in the diet favors the nor- 
mal growth of lactic bacilli in the 
colon. The sugar in milk is lac- 
tose, milk 
ounces of it . the quart—besides 
being the most readily digestible 
carbohydrate for infant or invalid 
is the most suitable pabulum for 
lactic fermentati: in the colon. 
Lactic fermentation prevents the 
growth of any disease germs 
which may be present; renders 
the field unfavorable, so that the 
harmful germs die out.
